One of the most strenuous political 


battles in the history of the state end- 
ed Tuesday evening, with the elusive 
eagle yclept "Victory" perching on the 
topmost twig of the 
Pennsylvania 


plum tree 
The voters in the country 


districts acquitted themselves nobly, 
but their good work waa offset by the 
flagrant frauds in the City of Brother- 
ly Love. Anticipating that Pattison 
wonld come to the city with a big 
majority, the Quay machine threw 
open the flood-gates of corruption— 
and the result was an unprecedented 
plurality for Pennypacker and the 
other slated candidates also pulled 
through. An army of repeaters had 
been imported, organized and thor- 
oughly drilled, and in their nefarious 
work were aided and abetted by the 
police of Philadelphia. 
Voters were 


intimidated on all sides and the 
charge* by Democratic, watchers of 
violation of the election law were 
ignored and ridiculed. Pennypacker'n 
plurality in Philadelphia is 97,000. 


Few changes politically were made 


in tie 43 states in which elections were 
held on Tuesday. 


The contest in Bedford county was 


spirited 
from start to finish. The 


cnairmen of each party, with their 
lieutenants, labored with might and 
main to win,* but Boss Reynolds' 
botdle campaign carried the machine 
candidates to victory. The •'straight- 
laced" Republicans captured all of the 
officers but three—one legislator, a 
commissioner and an auditor, the two 
last named falling to our lot by reason 
of a friendly statute. Hon. E. S. Djty 
was elected representative.

there is any class that suffers rather

ditions iu Mexico it is that of the small 
lalaried clerk. 
The great demand for 


abor during the past few years hag 
resulted in wages being doubled in 
many lines of industry. 
The humble 


peon, whose wants are entirely sup 
.lied by the products of the country and 
whose standard of living has not 
hanged, is more independent today 
ban ever before. 
The capitalist finds many profitable 


ipenings for investment and the mer- 
hant waxes rich iu the prolonged era 
f general prosperity. The lot of the 
lerk, however, has not improved— 
always a numerous class in this coun- 
ry where any form of manual labor is 
hunned by all except the lowest class- 
K, the army of mediocriste. 
The re- 


ult is that the salaries for this class 


if employees have remained stationary 
nstead of advancing in proportion to 
ncreased commercial activity and ac- 
ording to the increased cost of living 
The demand for better residences has 
aiaed rents to practically double the 
harges of ten years ago in all the 
arger cities of Mexico. The increased 
ae of imported goods and a general 
levation of the standard of living, 
aken in connection with the decline 
n silver, have all combined to render 
he support of a family upon a small 
alary doubly burdensome. 
Ia many of the smaller interior 
owns of Mexico the old order ol 
hings still reigns. Rents are extreme- 
y reasonable, a plain but wholesome 
able is spread and the dictates of 
ashion do not add to the family ex- 
ense. In the capital, however, the 
tamp of approval has been placed 
pon imported hats and carpets and 
urniture. The clerk, whose income 
as not risen in proportion to the 
rowing demand for luxuries, with the 
dded cost of fuel and meats, finds life 
struggle. The clerk, who, ten years 
go, could support a family in com- 
arative comfort upon one hundred 
ollars a month now finds such a con- 
ition possible only in the smaller 
ties remote from the progressive in- 
uence of the railroad, and with the 
.odern business whirl in the capital, 
requires from two to three times as 
.uch to maintain comfortably the 
ame relative position in society. Re- 
ef from such a condition will come 
nly by impressing upon the younger 
eneration the dignity of labor in more 
.aterial lines of industry. 
The ranks of the clerks and minor 
overnment employees are constantly 
eing added to by hundreds who study 
or the professions, and finding them- 
elves overcrowded, or because of their 
wn incapacity, must fall back upon 
he general routine of clerical work, 
ndustrial schools in a number of lines 
ra doing good work in this country, 
ut many more are needed, and even 


more important is the necessity for 
nstilling into both parents and chil- 
ren the fact that labor is not only 
ignified and honorable, but by ac- 
uiring a practical industrial training 
oung men may fit themselves to 
ecure comfort and possible wealth 
inch more certainly than through the 
vercrowded professions or the tread- 
.ill of the ill-paid clerk. 
Cheap fuel for Mexico is always an 
baorbing topic of business specula- 
on. The present interest has turned 
rom prospecting for coal to an oil 
upply. 
The great development so 


ar has taken place in the vicinity of 
"•amieo, where a heavy product of oil 
nd asphaltum has been discovered. 
'he California company that is ex 
loiting the district expresses its faith 
n the announcement that it will be- 
ore long have a fuel oil for shipment 
The prospecting that is being done in 
he Valley of Mexico near the capital 
eads many to believe that oil will yet 


found in this highland region, 


luring the last month two companies 
have been formed to secure leases and 
irospect in the oil district of Tobasco, 
The indications in this southern field 
erlainly mark it as the most promis- 
ng in all Mexico. A high grade of 
ubricating oil has been known to 
ixist in shallow wells there for years, 
ind the surface indications of oil are 
'ound over a considerable area. Until 


now, 
however, no organized effort has 


been made to learn what really lies 
under the surface.

THANKS TO THE TARIFF 


Amerleuu Pay Twine As Much for Lead 


Penolls As Foreigners Are Charged— 


President Baer's Statement.

WASHINGTON, November 4.—Chair- 


man Grigge talked recently of the re- 
sults to be obtained by a thorough re- 
vision of the tariff. 
He pointed out 


that Americans pay just double what 
other people pay for their lead pen 
cils because of the high tariff on them. 
The price of American graphite pen- 
ile, to the trade, is £3.75 per gross, 
while they are sold to the foreign 
trade for $2.35. The pencil trade of 
the United States is supplied by just 
'our firms, which are so protected by 
the present tariff that competition is 
mpossible and they are charging 
American consumers nearly double 
what they charge the foreigner. 


There have been irany remarkable 
eatures about 
the campaign just 


:losed. The president and members 
of the cabinet have been mcst positive 
n their promises of reforms which the 
eal leaders of the party oppose, and 
oppose vigorously. 
Mr. Moody has, on 


everal occasions, promised the imme- 
iate repeal of the duty on anthracite 
Oal, while Banna, Aldrich, Allison, 
t al. have protested that there must 
be no change in the sacred 
tariff 


chednles. 
Attorney General Knox 


has been promising the people that 
here would be additional legislation 
coking to the control of the trusts, 
'he real leaders have said, half heart- 
dly, that there would be- a change in 
wesent statutes, if it was demonstra- 
ed that such change was necessary, 
>ut Mr. Knox says unqualifiedly that 
uch change is necessary and points 
ut the instances where he has been 
nable to prosecute trusts because of 
he inadequacy of the law. The presi- 
ent has caused it to be made known 
lat he intends to recommend a bi-par- 
isan board to consider tariff revision, 
•hile Senator Hanna has assured the 
eople they must "stand pat" and not 
ermit any schedule to be revised, 
'he 
Minnesota 
Republicans 
have 


romised sweeping tariff reform and 
ae eastern Republicans have urged 


re-election of the party because 


uch re-election would prevent tariff 
eform. 


The Democrats, however, have ad- 
ered to one issue, and that is tariff 
evision. They believe that the infant 
nduatries have been nursed into trusts 
y the tariff and they are anxious to 
educe that tariff in the interest of the 
consumers, Mr. Bryan and Mr. Cleve- 
and and Mr. Hill, all the ablest men 
n the party, in fact, have stated the 
asue to be the same and have empha- 
zed the necessity of tariff reduction 
or the welfare of the country. 
That 


le people have not heard the last of 
le tariff or of the trusts is evident on 
11 sides and that they demand some 
taps toward their relief is equally 
vident. That many persons will vote 
o-day for the Republican candidates 
with the belief that they will effect 


le desired ends is doubtless the case, 
ut those voters will have an oppor- 
unity to see that no Republican vote 


ever cast against the interests of the 


rusts and the capitalists. 
The gravest apprehension is felt in 
dministration circles over the state- 
ment which President Baer made to 
he anthracite coal strike commission, 
hat there are numerous operators in 


B anthracite field who were not com- 


mitted to the arbitration proceedings 
nd who were not even consulted in 
he negotiations preliminary thereto. 
Were it not for the fact that the elec- 


ion was so close and that so much 
inged on the belief that the coal 
trike was settled and settled for three 
ears, it is more than probable that 
he president would have communi- 
ated with Mr. Baer and asked him 
what he meant by that statement, in 
iew of his representations at the 
White House. 


The agreement which it is feared 
Cr. Baer and his associates, in the 
ivent that the 
commission finds 


against them, will advance, is that it 
would be unreasonable of the presi- 
dent to ask them to abide by the de- 
ifion of the commission without in- 
listing on that decision being equally 
respected by their competitors. Of 
course the president cannot insist on 
anything except through Baer and the 
other railway presidents who partid 
>ated in the conference and subae 
quent agreement at the White House. 
The commission has invited the other 
operators, those whom Mr. Baer de- 
clares were "in no way compromised' 
by his agreement, to participate in the 
sessions of the commission and to 
voluntarily submit themselves to the 
same inquisition as the railway presi- 
dents, but there is no reason to believe 
that they will do so unless Mr. Baer 
and the other trust magnates insist 
and that they have practically refnsei 
to do. There is no doubt but that the 
work of the commission will be watch 
od with painful anxiety from Wash 
ing ton and it is more than possible 
that the next meeting will bring ou 
important developments.

"The coal trust maintains stoutly 


that anthracita is on the free list, and 
even President Roosevelt was misled 
into saying a few days ago that the 
coal trust could deriva no benefit from 
the tariff, sines there was m duty on 
coal. As a matter of fact, there is 
practically a prohibitive duty^ou coal. 


"The coal schedule artfully provides 


that on anthracite containing less than 


92 per cent, of carbon a duty of 67 cents 
per ton shall be levied. 
Anthracite 


containing more than 93 per cent, of 
carbon is free. But no foreign coal con- 
tains mora than 90 per cent, of carbon. 
This was, of course, perfectly well 
known to the gentleman who framed 
the coal schedule of the Dingley law. 
It was, accordingly, a shrewd trick to 
play on the people of this country to 
make such an arbitrary standard of 
the percentage of carbon contained in 
anthracite as to keep out all coal that 
might ever be imported and to grant 


free entry to sach coal as it was well 
known did not exist anywhere outside 
of this country and would never come 
through the custom-house." 


The American turns the search light 


upon only one of the tricks resorted to 
by the unscrupulous plutocrats who 
had the schedules of the Eepublican 
tariff bill framed.

Mayor MoCormlok, of Harrlsbnrg, Prefers 


Charge! Agalnlt Sit Predecessors. 


A despatch from Harrisbnrg, Octo- 


ber 31, says: "Mayor McCormiek is 
after former Mayor Fritchey and his 
police force with a vengeance. 
To- 


night when the councilmauic commit- 
tee met to investigate the charges 
made by the mayor against former 
Mayors Patterson and Fritchey, that 
they did not turn into the city treas- 
ury all of the money they collected 
during their terms of office, McCormiek 
fired another shot. 


"There were present Mayor McCor- 


miek, former Mayers Patterson and 
Fritchey, 
Cify Solicitor Seitz, with 


Lyman D. Gilbert and Eobert S iod- 
grass, 
representing 
the city, and 


Charles 
H. 
Bargner, 
representing 


Fritchey, and Meade D. Detweiler, 
representing Patterson. 


"In optning the investigation Mr. 


Seiiz presented a supplementary com- 
munica'iin from Mayor McCormiek, in 
which he said that he would prove 
that Fritchey received during his en- 
tire term from the county 84,606.00, 
and that he had paid in,to the city 
treasury during his term of offue, from 
all sources, 
the aggregate sum of 


84,785.30, leaving but $178 74 to repre- 
sent the money received from all other 
sources, and yet his docket shows that 
he received as fines, licenses, etc., 
$1,233 41, after a partial examination, 


"The mayor also says that large 


sums were collected as fees by the 
police for serving subpceias, and that 
they were taken by the chief of police, 
who divided them with two outsiders. 
It is also charged that much money 
was collected from street shows, etc., 
which was kept by the policemen and 
not turned into the city, and there is 
proof of this. 
lu conclusion Mayor 


McCormiek hits a hard blow at Fritch- 
ey and his force, as follows: 


"As a fellow-servant of the city I 


will aid you in all your labors for the 
public good to the extent of my official 
power, and all testimony which I now 
have or find I will be glad to add to 
that which your exertions may dis- 
cover or disclose. 


"While it may not be strictly ger- 


mane to .the investigation at present 
committed to you, I feel it to be my 
duty to call your attention to other 
matters affecting the good name of the 
city. I have reason to believe that a 
regular system by which gambling 
houses, houses 
of ill fame, speak- 


easies and crooks have not only been 
permitted to carry on their illicit oc- 
cupations, but have actually been pro- 
tected therein, and existed in this city 
for a number of years. In many in- 
stances these people have been required 
to pay, and have paid, certain sums of 
money to officers connected with the 
executive department of the city for 
the privilege of conductinp their un- 
lawful trades. 


' 'The evidence I have gathered upon 


this subject awaits your call, and 
under your investigation I believe 
that it can be greatly broadened and 
increased. 
All these matters affect 


the moral conditions of our city and 
the methods of its government and are 
legitimate subjects for investigation. 


"There was consternation among some 


of the former officers on the force un- 
der Fritchey and some wonderment as 
to who was going to turn state's evi- 
dence. It is not known whether the 
committee will take up this new phase 
of the matter, as it adjourned without 
deciding the question. 


"The evidence to-night was chiefly 


documentary, to show that Mayor 
Fritchey had collected money from the 
county through fines, etc., at his office, 
and had paid in a smaller sum than 
that collected. Several policemen were 
called to show that they had served 
subpoenas, but did not collect the fees,

NEW YORK, November 4,—The strike 


is ended and now we count the after- 
math. In algebra we figure on an un- 
known quantity in plus and minus, and 
now we seek for the solution of the 
strike, groping in the dark and more 
ienorant than when the strike began. 
The suffering of the workman has 
given prosperity! and success to the 
cap'talist. Is tbe bank account of the 
multimillionaire diminished? Oh, no; 
it rises above the clouds like Babel, 


• ill it reaches a clearer sky and records 
its own story in multiplied millions. 
How is it with the strikers ? No fire 
on the desolate hearth. 
No food in 


the empty cupboard. 
Loss, loss, loss; 


nothing but loss along that terrible 
•rack, but we are told that the end has 
come ; perhaps it has; let us see. It ia 
over one hundred and seventy days since 
this great strike began. The popula- 
tion of the Uaited States may be rated 
at a hundred millions ; of that hundred 
millions fifty millions, more or less, 
were »fleeted by the strike, and now 
we will face the loss and gain and 
those directly interested in the strike, 
rating their wages at SI 50 per day. 
Th»re were about one hundred and 
siventy thousand strikers who left 
their steady labor. The monetary losa 
is over fifty millions cf dollars. This 
is the direct loss of this tremendous 
strike, engineered and held in check by 
the word of .a single man, Mr. Mitch- 
ell. This is the direct loss to be 
charged to 'hose who have supported 
tbe strike. 
This might ae well have 


been done in the sunny days of May 
and June as amid the dying embers of 
October ; and now at last, with tearful 
eyes and aching hearts and grounded 
arms, we will pause for a time and 
listen to the voice which rings out 
from that grand mausoleum on the 
heights of Riverside, " Let us have 
peace."

It is with genuine pleasure that we 


turn from the turmoil and strife of 
labor's rebellion to the Women's Exhi- 
bition, which has just closed at the 
Madison Square Garden, and no grand- 
er exhibition of female strength has 
been held in this republic since its 
foundation. 
A declaration of inde- 


pendence has been sent forth on the 
wings of the wind, telling to mankind 
in every land, where advanced civiliza- 
tion has a government worthy of the 
name, that woman is no longer to be a 
female slave, subject to the whims and 
absurd laws which the rulers of the 
present day have laid down for her 
guidance.

The Labor Lsader and the Man," by 
Frank Julian Warne, published in the 
American Monthly Review of Reviews 
for November, we quote the following: 


'No one acquainted with the labor 


leader—labor "agitator," as . he was 
commonly called—of a deeadg or more 
ago who has had a close insight into 
the methods of the man at the head of 
the United Mine Workers, cm doubt 
that John Mitchell is a new typa of 
labor leader. He is not a demagogue, 
a harangner, a typical agitator. 
His 


public speeches and statements ahow 
this. 
They do not 
overflow with 


flowery metaphors appealing to the 
passions and prejudices of his follow- 
ers; but, for the most part, they are 
business-like presentations of condi- 
tions aa he sees them, appealing to the 
reason. At no time in the history of 
the labor movement in this country 
have 
such 
remarkable 
manifestos 


been issued by any leader as have been 
his replies to the operators and his 
presentations to the public of the 
miners' side of the controversy during 
the progress of the strike just closed. 
His point of view—his regarding labor 
as a commodity—and his lucid power 
of explanation, as evinced in his state- 
ments and public addresses, show that 
a labor leader of a new school of 
thought and action has come to the 
front. He is, first of all, a business man 
in the labor movement; he leads organ- 
ized labor as our "captain of industry', 
manages a great commercial or indus- 
trial combination. 
He treats labor aa 


a commodity. That particular amount 
which the United Mine Workera con- 
trols is for sale; his organization 
wants the highest price it can get for 
it; he realizes, at the sam? time, that 
the purchasers—the railroad-mining- 
companies—like all consumers, want 
to get this labor at as low a price as 
possible. These two opposite points 
of view, he believes, can be reconciled 
by the two parties most interested 
"bargaining" as to the price of labor. 
This is done between capital and labor 
in ten of the aoft-coal producing states 
in joint annual conferences."

lic debt issued on Saturday shows that 
at the close of business, October 31, 
1903, the debt, less cash in the treas- 
ury, amounted to $958,507,721. 
The 


debt proper was decreased through 
the purchase of bonds by 814,739,682, 
and the cash on hand also shows a de- 
crease for the month of 514,831,515 
The debt is recapitulated as follows: 


Interest bearing debt, 8915,370,330; 


debt on which interest has ceased 
since maturity, $1,350,830; debtbeaiing 
no interest, 5398,303,549. Total, gl,314,- 
939,599. This amount, however, does 
not include 5360,316,069 in certificates 
and treasury-notes outstanding, which 
are offset by an equal amount of cash 
on hanc'i held for their redemption.

If 
he desires personal popularity and the 
success of the evening he will avoid 
serious argument and hold the atten- 
tion of his audience by a succession of 
anecdotes; apt but never bitter, with 
good-natured ridicule, quip and gibe, 
and confine himself to a general hand- 
ling of the subject not calculated to 
give offence.

He will combat the arguments of the 
opposition neither by good-natured 
jest nor by general denial, but by the 
citation of official and nncontrovertible 
information from the original author- 
ities. It is this speaker that makes 
converts for his party—and enemies 
for himself. He embitters his antago- 
nists because he does convert. The 
gift of gab, a pleasant address and a 
newspaper scrap-book are all the prep- 
aration necessary for the popular 
orator. The hardest kind of hard work 
lies before the really effective speak- 
er.—From "The Spellbinder," by Col.

An Occasion When One's Dignity 


MnHt De Set Aside. 


It is only the elect among travelers 


who find their way to BercMesgaden 
In Bavaria, not very far from Salz- 
burg, writes a correspondent of the 
London Taller. If you drive in a car- 
riage from thence by road, you are 
Stopped midway at a customs house 
and find yourself leaving Austrian ter 
ritory for Bavarian. Berchtesgaden is 
beautifully situated, and It has two 
noteworthy attractions, one of them 
the Konigsee, thought by many the 
most beautiful lake in the world, and 
the other the salt mines. A visit to the 
salt mines gives one an exciting hour. 


Many tourists take tickets at the top, 


but many of the fair sex are deterred 
from using them-when they see tb 
costume that is rendered essential to 
the visit. In other .words, they have to 
abandon skiits aud adopt a special 
"rig out." One may frequently observe 
that Indies, torn between what they 
consider modesty and curiosity, go two 
or three limes to the mines before they 
screw up tuuir courage sufficiently to 
don the attire and paj* the visit 


The necessity for women to abandon 


the usual garment arises from the fact 
that a portion of the mine can only be 
visited through the medium of a kind 
of slide. This slide is, however, the 
best thing in the whole visit. It is a 
great deal better than tobogganing, 
and, as cue Is iu the dark and with 
only a candle fastened to one's dress. 
It Is not a little exciting. 


Tlie strangest incident in the trip is 


that of the Illumination of what is 
called "the salt lake." You are rowed 
across this lake In almost absolute 
darkness, the illumination being pro- 
vided by a number of miners' lamps 
ronnd the lake, and the journey has a 
very considerable weirdness.
